Dear Mr. Morisy: 

This responds to your request for copies of all responses sent to Congressional committees 
between January 1 , 2008 and the date that the request is processed. 

The enclosed memorandum and letter are responsive to your request. Portions of the 
information have been redacted pursuant to Freedom of Information Act exemptions 5 U.S.C. § 
552 (b)(6) and (b)(7)(C). The Reports of Investigation (ROI) that were provided to the 
Committee on Armed Services were unredacted and are not included with this response. You 
may request a redacted copy of the ROI by submitting your written request to: Director, U.S. 
Army Crime Records Center, ATTN: CICR-FP, 27130 Telegraph Road, Quantico, Virginia 
22134-2253 for processing under the Freedom of Information Act. If you prefer, you may fax 
your request to (571) 305-4 151. This initial denial is made on behalf of Major General David E. 
Quantock, Commander. U.S. Army Criminal Investigation Command (USACIDC), who is the 
Initial Denial Authority for USACIDC records requested under the FOIA. 

a. Exemption (b)(6) permits the Government to withhold all information about individuals in 
personnel, medical and similar files where the disclosure of such information would constitute a 
clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. 

b. Exemption (b)(7)(C) provides protection for law enforcement information, the disclosure 
of which could reasonably be expected to constitute an unwarranted invasion of personal 
privacy. 

You have the right to appeal this partial denial. Your appeal must be submitted within 60 
days of the date of this letter. You should state the basis for your disagreement with the response 
or provide justification for reconsideration of the partial denial. An appeal may not serve as a 
request for additional or new information. An appeal may only address information denied in 
this response, You should send your appeal to this office, U.S. Army Criminal Investigation 
Command, ATTN: Office of the Staff Judge Advocate, 27130 Telegraph Road, Quantico, VA 
22134, for forwarding as appropriate to the Office of General Counsel, the appellate authority for 
the U.S. Army.
